I . At least one isolated mammalian anti-IL-12 antibody, comprising at least 
one variable region comprising SEQ ID NO:7 or 8. 

2 . An IL-12 antibody according to claim 1, wherein said antibody binds IL- 

5 12 with an affinity of at least one selected from at least 10"^ M, at least 10"'** M, at least 10'" M, 
or at least 10"^^ M. 

3 . An IL-12 antibody according to claim 1, wherein said antibody 
substantially neutralizes at least one activity of at least one IL-12 protein. 

4 . An isolated nucleic acid encoding at least one isolated mammalian anti- 
10 IL-12 antibody having at least one variable region comprising SEQ ID NO:7 or 8. 

5 . An isolated nucleic acid vector comprising an isolated nucleic acid 
according to claim 4.
